aud a number of outside parties whoso 
names appeared in the list. It is 
alleged that the sparrow heads were 
sold and resold, aud that tho county 
had been defrauded out of considerable 
money in consequence. As a result ol 
the investigation the city clerk of this 
city and the township clerk, along 
with a number of prominent citizous 
who are involved in the alleged spar- 
row swindle wore taken, to Tnecola, 
aud tho city olerfc and other members 
charged in the iudictmeut lodged in 
jail to await trial at the next term o 
court.

Artificial ice is commonly frozen in 


blocks 11x22x40 inches, weighing 22C 
pounds. 
Into such or even larger 


blocks theater posters nrn sometimes 
frozen for the purpose of novelty in 
display,, the blocks being placed lying 
flat or standing on end upon the side- 
walk. Even when thus exposed a block 
of such size will last for n consider- 
able time. Xow and then a iiorist lias 
n bunch of flowers frozen in a cake of 
iec for the same purpose. A butcher 
may have a lep ol lamb frozen in an ice 
block and sometimes a iish dealer has 
n fish frozen in a block of ice, which is 
set on edge, the fish showing in its nat- 
ural position in tho center of the block. 


Occasionally flowers art: frozen in ice 


to make, a decorative piece for a dinner 
table, the molds used for such purposes 
being more or less'ornamental in de- 
sign or decorative iu effect. 
One mold 


that is used for this purpose produces 
an i«o form having a square base, 
slightly tapering, surmounted by a 
dome. 
This piece is about 12 inches 


square at the base and about 30 inches 
in height. Another form used for this 
purpose is a pyramid, another is an 
obelisk, and still another is a column 
supported on a base.. 


It takes care and labor to frec/.e tin', 


flowers in the ice in attractive and suit- 
able shape. Separate buds may have to 
be held in position in the water until 
the gradually freezing ice comes up to 
support them where they have been 
held. 
Koscs and various flowers arc 


frozen in ice. forms in this manner. 
At an ice manufacturing establishment 
in the city, at Christmas time, there 
was frozen into a block of ice for o 
customer a hunch of holly. Decoration 
pieces for the tnble are, of course, set 
upon a suitable- holder. 
Such pieces 


will last without great deterioration for 
hours. 


\Vhilc ice in these various forms for 


display and decorative purposes is 
called for occasionally, the demand is 
not great.—X. V. Sun.

There is a-youngwomanin the employ 


of the telephone company at its cen- 
tral exchange who>is said to be an eavesr 
dropper. She is a stenographer, and 
her duty is to sit at a desk in the cen- 
tral office and take down in shorthand 
all that passes over any telephone line 
that is to be investigated. She sits all 
day with a trumpet at her ear, aud she 
hears both sides of any conversation 
that is held over any wire with which 
it is desirable that she be "cut in." 
This is done only at the request of the 
subscriber whose telephone is investi- 
gated. 


While the stenographer or -telephon: 


detective is making a report ot the in- 
vestigation on any one telephone line 
she hears nothing that is said on other 
lines. 
She Kits at a desk apart, and 


every word that she hears is jotted 
down in stenographic characters and 
then copied by her on the typewtiier. 
This full report of the conversation is 
then submitted to the manager of the 
telephone compnny and by him to the 
subscriber who has asked for it. If 
the typewritten report conveys any in- 
formation to the subscriber he acts on 
it according to his own ideas and the 
matter is a secret between him ujid the 
telephone rrmnnger. The telephone is 
in such a case a private detective. 


The telephone company is often 


called upon to produce verbatim re- 
ports of conversations over a subscrib- 
er's telephone, so the young woman 
stenographer, who is an eavesdropper 
by employment, is kept quite busy. 
There are subscribers whose telephones 
are unaccountably in almost constant 
Use; there are others whose wires are 
used for purposes not exactly legiti- 
mate. These men apply to the tele- 
phone manager for a report of a day's 
or a number of successive days' conver- 
sations. The telephone company uses 
Its discretion about giving the informa- 
tion asked. While Smith, however, may 
net a report of the conversation on the 
telephone for which he pays, the com- 
pany will not tell him what passes over 
Jones' telephone. 


A young married man with a tele- 


phone in his little home one day had a 
solemn and earnest conversation with 
the telephone manager. Ills telephone 
n home, suid the married man, had been 
verv busy for several days, and he 
couldn't account for it; neither could 
liis young wife. The recently wedded 
man, entertained, however, a very dark 
suspicion. The young- woman with the 
receiver and the pencil and pad went 
(o work one morning on his case. 


The result was most alarming to the 


voting married man. The typewriter 
report showed that ns soon as her hus- 
band IcCt home in the morning'thc wife 
called up a downtown office and be- 
gan a conversation with one who had 
been very attentive to her before she 
married."

Cald Weather Makes a Difference in 


theWsrkof Engines. 


A. tfce M«w«T Full* So thtltnMb 


of FfciBht Car.

The weather can't get any too hot 


to suit me professionally," said a train 
dispatcher on one of the big railroads. 
"Warm weather is the most favorable 
for tie business of runningtrains, and 
th<! colder the weather the more dif- 
ficulty we experience in keeping the 
yards and storage tracks free of cars. 
At tbis season of the year we make up 
a train, of in the neighborhood of Co 
cars—of course, we are speaking of 
the freight service—and this number 
•will gradually increase with the ap- 
proach of warm weather until we reach 
» maximum of about 85 cars a train. 
These are only the figures, you un- 
dersaod,, of my particular 
division. 


They will vary on other divisions and 
other roads, according to the grades 
and other 
physical 
characteristics. 


Neither do these figures apply to the 
last freights, which nowadays come 
irom San, Francisco to New York fully 
as quickly as a letter und nearly as 
quickly as an. unincumbereu passenger 
can make it. 


"The minimum number o£ cars to a 


train is reached during the most severe 
winter weather. Then the average 
lalls down to about 45. During the 
colde»t weather of this winter we did 
not dare to use more than 40 to a train. 
The difference is due to the resistance 
Of the train, I should say. It's all right 
as long as the train is kept in continual 
motion,' but the moment it stops the 
trouble begins. The oil that lubricates 
the axle congeals so that the train is 
rwhat we call frozen after it stands for 
a short time. I have seen every wheel 
in a train slide,'and the cars must cot 
exceed in number those that the mo- 
tive power can start with the brakes 
set. You see it costs as. much money 
and energy to run a train of 40 cars 
us It does one of SO cars—very often 
more. This means that in a traffic of 
1,700 cars a day it takes 40 engines in 
the winter to 20 in the summer, and 
train crews, switching facilities, stor- 
age room and operating expenses all 
in proportion. Besides all -.his, there 
ore always delays and complications 
sominf up Uiat are directly traceable 
to tie cold. Frozen steel is almost as 
brittle as so muchglass, and everything 
from the rails up is subjected to a 
greater strain wheu in this, state o! 
•ontractlon. Valves and pipes filled 
with hot Bteam freeze with incredible 
speed with the thermometer at 15 de- 
grees below zero, ond the locomotive 
going at the rate of 20 miles an hour. 
Engineers are held as strictly account- 
able as ever, but these accident* do hap- 
pen to the best of them, and each acci- 
dent causes so much additional delay. 


"Tiiere is only one thing worse than 


cold weuther and that Is cold weather 
with snow. For its size and capabili- 
ties an engine in a snowstorm is the 
moat helplessly stupid thing imagin- 
able. A locomotive does not push the 
snow to one side and make a path for 
itself. It seenis to wallow around in it 
and takes moat of it along with it, ap- 
parently for the purpose of decorating 
the running gear. It isn't long before 
nn engine is loaded down with half a 
ton, of ice, and throughout the train 
the friction causes the snow to melt 
just enough to freeze tighter than it 
ordinarily would. The brake blocks 
accumulate enough ice to make the 
•wheel* slide, and if the train ever comes 
to a halt in this condition she is apt to 
stay right there until dug loose. Los- 
ing trains isn't so bad, but our busy 
day comes when we begin, to find them 
again. There is not only the point of 
congestion to overcome, but it must be 
overcome with the least possible de- 
ilay to the. traffic that continues to pour 
in upon us from both directions. 


"On the whole," concluded the train 


^dispatcher, "you will see why there is 
•no bluebird in th« land more gleeful 
than I at the approach of warm 
•weather."—>'. Y. Sun.

ture in the fruit trade. It has been 
found that dried bananas are an excel- 
lent substitute for raisins in puddings, 
and an enterprising firm in that place 
has sent a consignment of bananas to 
England, where ft is expected a market 
can be opened. If the venture is a suc- 
cess we may find American grocers pre- 
vailing on their customers to take dried 
bananas instead of the succulent raisin. 


\lumin1um is now worked on a large 


scale for all sorts of industrial purposes 
and has token its place as one of the five 
or six commercial metals of the world. 
Weight for weight it is already cheaper 
than copper and tin, it does not tarnish, 
is suitable for all kinds of cooking 
utensils, is largely used in shipbuilding 
and is a most valuable adjunct to metal- 
lurgv, inasmuch as a small adjunct of 
aluminium to a mold of steel or brass 
insures absolutely solid castings. 


The liver has long been recognized as 


a powerful annihilator of poisons. The 
digestive system of animals produces 
ptomaines "which would be deadly in 
their effects except for the work of 
the liver. And now the bite of animals 
has been tried as a direct antidote to 
snako venom with success. 
It was 


mixed with the venom, and the mixture 
was injected into the circulatory sys- 
tem of rabbits. The bile of snakes was 
found most effective against their own 
venom. It is another instance of the 
antidote being found in company with 
the poison. 


The American and Canadian sawmills 


have discovered that the sawdust which 
they have been perplexed how to rid 
themselves of as a worthless encum- 
brance is worth some eight pounds per 
ton. A chemist in Baltimore has in- 
vented a process of extracting gas from 
the sawdust, adequate to supply a city 
like Ottawa with light and heat at ten 
cents per thousand feet. 
This is 


thought to portend that around the 
great sawmills, which have been empty- 
ing their dust into the Ottawa river, a 
variety of new industries subsisting on 
it arc likely to grow up.

lish lady at Manila have been published 
in the papershere.

the sad little procession of wounded on 
stretchers."

fairly well, hut leave behind unpleas- 
ant odors and a great deal of work for 
the sexton to do in gathering tip and 
removing- the corpses.

It has butn 
discovered that the appetite of the bat 
coupled with its powerful darkness- 
piercing eyes guarantees a surer re- 
moval o£ these pests. Prof. Clifton F. 
Hodge, of Clark university, found by 
experimenting with bats that they ate 
even-thing from a spider to a poly- 
phemus 
moth, 
so 
numerous in 


churches. 
When seen the other day 


by a representative of the Church 
Economist Dr. Hodge told>o( his experi- 
ments at, Clark, and how churches 
might profitably domesticate these ani- 
mals. His attention was called to bats 
through the cod-lin moth, which cats 
into apples nnd other kinds of fruit. 
He said: 
"lu an orchard near rny home-I found 


nine of the grubs of this insect in a 
minute. 
I went to another orchard 


near by and -found only four of the 
grubs in an hour's time. In the barn 
there were nearly 100 bats.

"I took a dozen bats home with me 


nnd. installed! them in the parlor. They 
made their home in the folds at thi> 
top of the window draperies. At first 
they were wild when 
anyone 
ap- 


proached them, butin time they became 
tame. 
They never, however, allowed 


themselves to be handled. 
At, uiglit- 


nnd even during the day. they would fly 
about the room while persons were 
present. 


"One evening I released several nest- 


fuls of night-flying insects. Xot a bug 
remained'in the morning. One bat de- 
voured, while I counted. OS flies. In a 
short time there was not a fly in the 
house, not a. cobweb on the wails." 


Bats frequent many churches, and'it 


is found that they keep the walls free 
from cobwebs, and the absence of other 
insects is noted. Dr. Hodge suggests 
the domesticating of these animals in 
churches where roosts can be prcvid. 
d for them, so that during the serv- 
ces they can be caged up. Insects ol 
very description constitute the food 
or them. They could be allowed to be 
ree J-uring the six week days.—Church 
xonomist.

Aguinaldo then entered the normal 
school of the Jesuits. Here he made 
some progress, but at this time his fa- 
ther died," when the youth was forced to 
return 
home to take care of his 


patrimony, which was threatened by 
lawsuits instituted by the Order of the 
Kecollections—nn organization com- 
posed of the greatest land proprietors 
of the colony. 


In was in 1S03 that Dr. Hizan created 


the Philippine- league.-the object 
ol 


which was 1o unite politically the vari- 
ous parts of the archipelcgo. Itizal was 
banished, but shortly afterward the 
order of Katipunan was formed, which 
soon had more than 250,000 members. 
The object of this society was cooper- 
ation for tbe protection of the colon- 
ists. 
The government then, fearing an alli- 


ance of this society with the freema- 
sons and the various secret orders hos- 
tile to Spanish rule, began to take ac- 
tive measures against it. 
Aguinaldo 


was suspected of being one of the lead- 
ers. A Spanish officer, with a squad of 
native soldiers, came to arrest him. 
Aguinaldo, when confronted by the offi- 
cer, promptly shot him, then eloquent- 
ly appealed to his companions to leave 
the service of their foreign oppressors 
and strike a blow for liberty. 


The soldiers received his words with 


acclaim and instantly chose him as 
their leader. He then sought the fast- 
nesses of the forest, where he was soon 
joined by thousands of his countrymen 


nil (laming to join the standard of 


revolt.—San Francisco Call.

Tlio»e Carried on Merchant Ve*»el» 


I»alnteil—Gnlvnnlied An- 


chors on Yacht*. 


Ships' anchors cost from five to seven 


cents a pound, so that a 0,000-pound 
anchor, which would be a- very large 
one, 
would cost, even nt the lowest 


price, about $300: and the big ship that 
required1 an anchor of that size- would 
carry two of them. The two big an- 
chors carried by a ship of. say 2.000 
tons would weigh from 4.FOO to 5.000 
pounds each, says the -New York .Sun. 


The anchors of merchant vessels nrc 


painted or tarred. Whenever the ves- 
sel is painted the anchors are, painted 
also, to preserve them from rust. Hut 
on yachts and various smaller pleasure 
craft galvanized anchors are used, 
which, of course, do not require paint- 
ing. Galvanized iron anchors have been 
made for torpedo boats in the navy, 
but, generally speaking, their use is 
confined to pleasure craft. A galvan- 
ized anchor cost nearly as much again 
as one not galvanized. 


The galvanizing preserves the anchor 


from rusting and makes tbe anchor 
more, sightly in appearance, and it pre- 
vents the anchor from dripping rusty 
water and BO staining and 
marring 


decks or other surfaces with whicK it 
might come in contact. Anchors weigh- 
ing 1.400 pounds have been galvanized, 
such anchors being for very large steam 
yachts; anchors are galvanized in vari- 
ous sizes from that down to the very 
small anchors vised for sailboats and 
small yachts. Of small galvanized an- 
chors manv are sold.
